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San Antonio Members Hear 
Encouraging Report on 
Water Levels 





Water levels in the Cucamonga 
Basin stood at least 15 feet high- 
er on January 24 than they did on 
the sane date a year ago, reflect 
ing the heavier rainfall this year 
than last, members of the San 
Antonio Water Co. learned at 
their annual meeting yesterday 
morning in the Edison school aud- 
itorium. All directors were re- 
elected at the meeting. 

In the Chino basin, where wells 
are deeper and where water levels 
are slower to show the results ol 
heavier rainfall, levels are ap- 
proximately five feet higher than 
a year ago. 

Water levels in the Cucamonga 
basin — where the underground 
reservoir is smaller and therefore 
fluctuate more are the highest 
they have been in 12 years. 

On January 24, 1940, the depth 
to water in this basin was 191 
feet; in 1939, 204; in 1938, 260; in 
1937, 295; in 1935, 305; in 1934, 
801; in 1932, 276; in 1930, 248; ip 
1929, 214, and in 1928, 174 feet. 

The level at the Chino basin this 
year was 371 feet, in 1939, 376 | 
feet, with a gradual decline ev}- 
dent.

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Our Gift to the Future 


And so, Upland is really going to have a park. 

The importance of today’s program held on the 47-acre 
park site will probably not be realized for many years. It 
takes time for saplings to grow into beautiful trees but the 
start was made today toward a park that some time will be 
highly important to Uplanders. 

Fifty years ago trees on Euclid avenue were small and 
their placing was probably regarded by some people as very 
foolish and wasteful. It is a mild statement to say that those 
trees have more than justified themselves. 

At the real beginning of the park no one can forecast its 
eventual appearance. Located as it is on two main arteries, 
and adjacent to undeveloped land, the park has great possi- 
bilities. Certainly it will transform the eastern entrance to 
the city. Certainly the trees, experty placed and carefully 
protected, will gracefully “spread out in the years to come to 
give welcome shade and beauty. 

Fifty years hence, perhaps, the park will be surrounded 
by highly developed residential districts and its aeres of 
playground will serve the grandchildren of today’s genera- 
tion. In any event, the park will increase in importance to 
the community with the coming of each year. Its eare and

Dr. C. B. Fahs, assistant in the 
department of Oriental relation at 
Pomona college, was the speaker 
at the weekly luncheon meeting of 
the Upland Rotary club today 
noon at Red Hill Country club. 
A. C. Reynolds was program 
chairman and _ introduced the 
speaker. 

Dr. Fahs has spent much time 
in Japan and expects to return to 
that country soon and his talk 
was along the line of the economic 
relations with that nation, par- 


recently terminated between the 
two countries. While stating that 
this nation’s Far East policy is 
popular with people here, he is 
quite critical of same—and gave 
his reasons. He put forth the 
argument that while an embargo 
against Japan on oil and gas 
would be a blow to Japan, it would 
not necessarily halt operations in 
that country, as that nation could 
buy same from other countries— 
even from concerns in the United 
States which operate internation- 
ally in those and other commod- 
ities. In fact, alternative con- 
tracts are said to already exist. 
Emphasizing the economic fea- 
ture, Dr. Fahs stated that Japan 
buys more oil in this country than 
the next seven nations combined 
and he doubts that an economic 
embargo would effectively end the 
war against China, but would still 
be detrimental to us, 

Regarding Japan's violations of 
treaties, the speaker stated that 
we should not go too far in the 
belief that we are more honorable 
than other nations in that regard, 
pointing out various treaties this 
country has violated, primarily 
that with China in the eighties. 
It appeared to be Dr, Fahs’ opin- 
ian that the United States should 
not delay in negotiating another 
treaty with the Japanese, as_ it 
might not be so easy a few months 
later, developing friction possibly 
resulting in harm, 

As a cure for the present situ- 
ation he proposes political friend- 
ship with Great Britain and Ja- 
pan, protection of our trade and 
nationals in China, and work to- 
ward better international rela- 


tions,
